VAST FORGERIES OF 
BANK NOTES. 


University Professor Arrested. 


Vast opportunities have been 
offered to the forger and the 
fraudulent by toe wild varistions 
in tue Continental exchanges 
‘during recent months, aod toere 
bas been a great output of 
spumous notes, particularly. 
Kronen. 

Police in all countries have been 
eogaged in investigating the 
operations of the international 
gangs at work inthis direction, 
and the subjoined message gives 
adramatic insignt into the in- 
stigators aod abettors of this new 
class of criminal: 

A sensation has been caused 
herve by the arrest of 2 university 
professor on @ charge of being im- 
plicated with & gang of bank note 
lorgets, the scope of whose opera-. 
tions is the largest set recorded in 
Vienna, writes the Duily CAronicle 
correspondent in that city. 

Only a single arrest was mado 
at first, but gradually further 
arrests followed, as revelation led 
on to revelation, and finally the 
Hungarian protessor has heen 
also arrested, The professor 


denies any complicity. bur he 
tegistered here under a false 
name, and appears to have come 
from Budapest where the Seng 
also had its headquarters, for the 
purpose of dealing with the notes, 
UNSOLVED PUZZLE, 

This professor formerly had a 
post at Constantinople, and was 
almost the chicf Hungarian re- 
Presentative there. He had no 
tinamcial’ worries, was happily 
married, and how he came to be 
mixed up with such a gang is stsll 
&n unsolved puzzle. . 

Tne gang specialised in 
Czechish kronen notes, aud had 
forged, 30 tar as is known, 
6,0u0,000 kronen worn, equal to 
yome £25,060, but really enor- 
mougly greater in purchasing 
value, 

-How serious these forgeries 
have become 1s shown by 
the fact that the Hungarian 
Finance Minister has refused to 
acknowledge tiability on 4U0,000,- 
OU Hungarian kronen notes 
(more than £490,000) sent bim oy 
an Austrian bank, ashe claims 
they are all false, being in excess 
of the number tsaued by him.

Upon this crisis anct its devel- 
opments the position of the 
present Gaveromontdepends.

Even the most. short-sighted 
Nationalists recognise to-day that 
the Ultimatum had to be signed 
and that the losers must pay.

Where. however, tha mem- 
bers of these exchanges have 
actual stocks to deal with, a very 
real danger occurs. _ We have the 
authority of one wel! versed in 
the spinning industry for saying 
that operations on the exchanges 
bave brought the price of local 
yara toa figure sbout five taels 
above what it might reasonably 
have besn expected to reach. 
This is, perhaps, not a very 
sarious increase, and the local 
mills are benefiting thereby. At 
the same tims the tinalconsumer 
is paying so much more for the 
Faron or cloth which he wants, 
and this is not altogether good 
for trade in, general, A more 
serious state of affairs, howaver, 
bas occurred in connection with 
iron. The formation of an ex.

ELECTRIC LIGHTING IN CHINA. 


.A marked devalopment in the 
use of electrical machinery ir 
China occurred during 1920. The 
demand for elactric lighting in 
most cities altogether exceed- 
ed the supaly ‘and existing 
plants were heavily overloaded, 
with the result that influential 
merchants and shopkeepers in 
the various cities purchased 
small electric lighting sets for 
the lighting of their own shops 
and perhaps two or threa ad- 
jJacent promises.

THE CHINA FAMINE FUNDS. 


The huge. probably revurd. famine that devastated the 
north of China owing tu the failure of the harvest bas 
ended~ended some two months ago. Accounts, giving 
details of expenditure with scrupulous care. have been 
rendered by the private orgauisations; the Chinese Govera- 
ment alone “has failed to furnish: information as to the 
disposal of the extensive funds placed at its disposal. A 
special correspondent of the North Chins Daily News has 
contributed, a short series of articles analysing the 
approximate receipts of the Chinese Government for 
famine purposes, and. considering that Britain, America, 
‘and other countries contributed largely in money and 
personal servives to the relief of the sufferers, they have an 
interest, and inceed a right. in asking what has become of 
the money. The funds.contributed by foreigners directly 
" were administered by private organisations. and these, as 
already stated, have rendered complete accounts of their 
stewardship; but this was not the full extent of the aid 
contribnted by the peoples of other countries. . ; 

It inay be recollected that in March the Diplomatic 
Corps signified asient to a Customs surtax of { per cent. 
(bringing the'tax up to about 3; per cent.) for the relief 
of the famine sufferers. Incidentally it may be observed 
. that as the largest exporter tu China—a position still held, 
though greatly narrowed, in the fave of Amertcun and 
Japanese competition--Britain was the country must 
extensively. concerned in this cunvessivp. Approximate 
calculations indicate that .by the end of Juxe this surtax 
had yielded between two and three million taels; An 
equally. perhaps still more. lucrative surtax has been 
that “on railway - fares, estimated at a moderate 
computation to have produced SIUU,V00 per month, 
and this surtax has been in force since, October. The 
surtaxes were to, be in force for a period not exceed- 
ing year. Although the distribution of relief has ceased 
for some time, the main famine having ended, the surtaxes 
are still betrig levied, and presumably if there is no inter- 
vention Peking will continue to draw the famine surtax 
until next March. These sources of revenue do not by any 
means exhaust the famine funds received by the Chinese 
Government, for a single province, Riangsu, compounded 
the likin surtax by a payment of nearly a million dollars, 
and there have been substantial receipts from the postal 

All the traceable contribution from the Chinese 

Government is $5,000,000. There was some talk of the 
surplus being used for public works, such as railways and 
roads, thus fulfilling a double purpose by providing 
employment for the sufferers. As far as can be ascertained, 
practically the only work that has been undertaken is the 
laying of a mud track for the so-called Chefoo-Whihsien 
railway. It is reckoned that if the surtaxes are continued 
for the full period a further $12,000,000 will fall into the 
hands of Peking. Seemingly the Chinese Government is 
seeking to camouflage the disposal of the surplus millions 
by means of the Famine Prevention Bureau; and admitted- 
ly there is still work to be done, witness the new. outbreak 
of famine in. Hunan and the Han inundation. Here, at 
any vate, the Diplomatic Corps has an opportunity—which 
report says it is intended to utilise by a threat of cutling 
. off the Custums surtux—of ‘stipulating for foreign -super- 
vision. Other countries have shown their willingness to 
help the sufferers in China. but not'ta put money into the 
~ pockets of officials or war lords. ° . -

—whethar it is just, reasonable, 
practicable or of banefit, There 
area some subjects on which we 
all need reminders, pointed and 
often. Our religious preacherg 
havea, according to’the viewpoint 
of Robert MacWhirter. been 
chewing the cad for centuries 
bat that robs their sermons 
neither of value nor merit. We 
need to be reminded of the home 
truths they tell us. And the 
public and our officials need to 
bave the same old points about 
old subjects rabbed into themtime 
and again until the desired change 
is brought abot. In the matter; 
of itsown progress the human 
race is slothful; the majority of 
reforms come long after ther 
have been recognised a5 neces- 
sary. We have to goad ourselves 
into action. We have become so 
used to taking the line of least 
tesistance that the line of greatest 
advantage is more often than not 
neglected. At least neglected 
untilit basbeen “chewed” over 
so often that it has antomatically 
become the line of least resistance 
by reason of its general ac- 
ceptance. Y. 

It’s Necessary. 

Let us illustrate this poink 
There are few of us who think 
other than that the sbolition 
of warfare would make for 
a happie? bumanity. Ever 
the diplomats and statesmen 
who have the power to 
make or avoid wars tell ua that 
they world like to see armaments 
decreased, an international police 
formed, and ali chante of future 
wars . avoided. Humanity is 
practically agreed about the 
matter. It would represent the 
line of greatest odvantags, Yet 
it isn’t: followed. There is a much 
easier tine, the line of leaviog 
things just as they are—theline of 
least resistance. The aim’ of 
public writers and speakers is te 
see that the line of greatest 
advantage ig not entirely for- 
gotten, is not allowed to be-per- 
manently baulked by interested 
parties. And for that reason these 
very editorial barpings’ are 
essential, J}he wonder of itall 
is that. a fresh clothing is so 
often found for the old themes. 
Robert MacWhirter may grow a 
little weary of reading about: the 
same thing to-day that he read 
last year, but it is necessary that 
be should until he and a majority 
of others have succeeded in per- 
suading or forcing those endowed 
with executive power to actin 
theway desired. The newspapers 
in this Colony had a long fight to 
get the Rants Bill. but they suc- 
ceeded in the end. And the hope 
of the Hongkong public is that 
they will go on fighting for those 
things that ere desirable until 
they gat tham. The public don’t 
deserve that fight on their bebalf 
sometimes, {t’s trug. But io that 
connaction we can find consola- 
tion in the words of those who 
address the Imp2rial. House of 
Commons “and we will 
ever pray.”

STEAMERS COLLIDE. 


—— 


{| Manila Mara Runs into 
_ Glenamoy.  - 


Shortly after noon on Friday 
last an accident occurred on the 
river at Shanghai which had the 
effect of postponing the departure 
of the str. Glenamoy. ‘The vessel, 
which was stationed at the China 
Merchants Lower Wharf. was to 
have left at 4 p.m. for Chinwang- 
tao, and at the time mentioned the 
tug Victoria was at hand ready to 
tow her ont from the wharf, where 
she was lying head upstream. At 
the same time a cargo boat was 
moored alongside. 

About a quarter past 120 y’clock 
the Manila Maru. the 9.000 ton 
boat of the O.S.K., was coming up 
the river. Nearing the China Mer- 
chants Wharf she swung round 
to goto her buoy, and it was then 
the accident occurred. She was 
carried too far inshore, and first 
she struck the cargo bost lying by 
the Glenamoy sinking her. She 
then bit the Glenamoy on the 
port side of the fo'c’sle, damaging 
her there, while the Manila Maro 
herself received damage to her 
starboard side. Fortunately she 
tben weat clear, and reached ber 
buoy. 

Anumber of passengers were 
to hdve left with the: Glenamoy 
in the afternoon, end x3 soon as 
news of the accident was received 
steps were taken to notify them 
that ber departure would be 


delayed. In the short space of iron 


time at disposal, however, it wag 
nat possible to inform everbody 
before they arrived to go aboard. 
A survey was made of the 
Glenamog to ascertain the extent 
of the damage, and it is hoped 
that it would be possible for her 
to leave the next day. As regards 
the VWanila Maru the extent of 
her injuries have not been learn- 
ed either, but considering the 
serious possibilities of the case 
present appearances are that both 
vessels Have escaped lightly.—

A NEW LABOUR-SAVING DEVICE. 

Power-driven planing machines 
have been in use for some time, 
but it was always necessary to 
finish off certain portions of the 
deck, notahly those next a bulk- 
head or deck fittings, by hand. 
This disadvantage has been over- 


‘come by a motor-driven planing. | 


machine, which js patented and - 
maaufactured’ by Messrs. Swan, 
Hunter, and Wigham Richard- 
sor, of Wallsend-on-Tyne, aud 
Mr. J. Holdevoft. The chief 
feature of the machine is a wheel, 
carrying cutters round its peri- 
phery, driven by ap electric motor 
supplied from the works’ mains. 
The wheel overhangs the main 
bearings so tbat it can be placed 
almost in contact with the bulk- 
head or side of a compartment in: 
which a wood deck islsid. In 
this manner tha use of the band 
plane for finishing off is entirely 
avoided.. There are several 
special details which particularly 
add to the efficiency of the ma- 
chine. To make the cut more 
wmifarm and reduce the jaron the 


cutters, the cutters are arranged 


helically round tho periphery and 
secured in place by keep rings 


‘| preventing the cutters from work- 


ine loose. The cutter wheel is 
belt-dricen from the motor, which 
is also used-to'propel the machine .

Another feature is the use of 
roughing and finishing cotters. 
Toothed cutters are used toroogh- 
ly fair the surfaco of the deck arid 
to clean it from pitch before the 
finishing cutters are used. These 
toothed cutters are specially 
usetul. for ther clear themselves 
and do not get clogged with 
pitch as is the tendency with 
the straight knives. The same 
firm have. also devised a motor. 
drivencutter ona hand plane, i.e. 
one pushed bs hand. The former 
machine is carried on a four 
wheel troller. which is, self-pro- 
pelled, and has only. tobe guidedia 
asimilar maonerta a lawo mow- 
ing machine. The hand place no 
donube will prove csefal, bat it 
cannot prove to be 80 successful 
2 labour-saving device as the 
power propelled machine. Fal! 
particulars of these devices can 
be obtained from the makers, 
who, if is understood, are arrang- 
ing te manufacture them for the 
market.
